THAT’S DYNASTIC 

>• BACK IN MARCH, I made a sort of outlandish 
prediction. As we tend to do around here, at the 
beginning of the baseball season on our news/opin- 
ion/sports blog The Clog, we have a little contest 
where staffers, friends and enemies tender their 
best guesses as to what the Phillies' final record will 
be. And most years, in much the same way the 
eternally Flyered-up Patrick Rapa boldly proclaims 
that each hockey season will endwiththeorange 
and black hoisting Lord Stanley’s Cup, 1, Brian 
Howard, no relation to Ryan Howard, predict 
that the Phillies will win some obscene number of 
games.

In a wheelchair — but we’re going to make an exception:Wc 
cant stop staring at last week’s cover im age. Yeah , we know, that's 
exactly what they want Sex sells, sexual “oddities'' more so, and the 
stock image that graced PWs cover — the back of a man’s hairy legs 
with a delicate thong dangling around his ankles and red kit- 
ten heels on his feet as he stands in front of a urinal — exists only 
to grab our eyes. Same with the cutesy headline, “Sex Marks the 
Spot.” From the street, should you have peered into PWs yellow 
honor boxes, you might have thought their cover story is about the 
sex lives of drag queens, or unprotected sex in bathroom stalls, 
or transvestite prostitution , or something. And that's the point 
The story itself is considerably less salacious: PennDOT no lon- 
ger requires transgen dered persons to undergo sex -reassign- 
ment surgery to change their gender on driver’s licenses and ID 
cards. It’s a fine read. And well assume writer Randy LoBasso 
had nothing to do with this cover image: First, because this thing 
strikes us as one of those llth-hour calls that happen when 
poor planning, bad judgment and blown budgets meet and more 
importantly, if LoBasso has done even a bit of research on trans 
issues — and the story suggests he has — he knows that the words 
transsexual, transgender and transvestite are not inter- 
changeable. In case you don’t know: Atransvestite is a cross- 



dresser; a transgen dered person does not identify with his or her 
bom gender; and a transsexual person is a transgendered person 
who has undergone gender-reassignment surgery. 

PWs image is of a transvestite; die stoiy is about transgendered 
people. They 're not the same. Also, a male- to-fo male transgen- 
dered person, someone who identifies as a woman despite being born 
with a penis, might wear a thong and heels, sure, but she would also 
likely shave her legs and use a women's bathroom. lb be technical, she 
would also pee sitting down. But il logic aside, what's infuriating is 
how lazy this image is — and the fact that the media too frequently 
take the easy road when covering LGBTQ issues. Here PW has 
reduced die very complicated, often painful social, psychological and 
emotional issues of gender identity

thoughtless; we can only imagine how 
members of this already marginal- 
ized group must feel when they see this schlock. People all too often 
assume that all trans people are prostitutes, anyway. This cover only 
feeds the ignorance and perpetuates the stereotypes. 

Of course, PW has been all about thefrat-boy yuks lately: Their men- 
tions of the bars black people shouldn't go into and the column about 
getting a handjob in a Chinatown massage parlor come to mind. 

Trust us, guys, we get it: Times are tough in this business, and the 
temptation to discard whatever shreds of dignity you have left to 
get a few extra clicks on your website is ever-present And yeah, 
we admit, we, too, can be potty-mouthed, and, yes, we’ve surely 
offended our share of people ( though we'd like to think there's usu- 
ally a point to our provocation beyond comment-baiting ). 



But, listen, PW, you're supposed to be 
agitating in the public interest, notcrafting 
in-jokes for the Friday-night bong circle. 
Especially when you’re dealing with issues 
as misunderstood as LGBTQ, and in light of 
that Rutgers freshman who was outed on 
the Internet and took his own life on Sept. 
22, a few days before you went to press. You 
know that gay and lesbian and bi and trans 
kids are still being picked on — and still 
dying — simply because of who they are. 
They deserve more than the lowest common

GOVERNMENT IN THE SUNSHINE 

Last we checked, fire departments were part of the government, 
meaning their records are our — as in, the public’s — records. And 
yet, on Tuesday the state Senate passed S.B. 1 469 — unani- 
mously, and without debate — exempting fire and rescue company 
records from disclosure under Pennsylvania's Right-to-Know 
Act, Funny enough, this proposal, now headed to the state House, 
coincides nicely with the Philly Fire Department's recent roling 
brownouts and budget cuts — which some have blamed on the 
death of a 12-year-old autistic boy, among other troubles. 

Just when we need more oversight of a government agency, the 
state is wrestling it from us. Perfect timing, right? 

There’s more: SB. 1469 narrows the availability ofthe records 
maintained by government contractors that are performing, 
you know; work for the government. (The Pennsylvania Newspaper 
Association says that making this information available is "a major 
reason” why it considered the 2008 Right-to-Know law “an improve- 



ment over the 1957 law," which had been ranked among the 
worst In the country by good-government groups. )The bill also 
lets local governments charge 12 1/2 cents per page to allow 
the public to look at — just freaking look at — their records. 

Want to scope out, say, the city’s contracts with its unions, or 
maybe the Internal Affairs files of dirty cops? Bring your 
checkbook: Those things can run into the hundreds of pages. 

Now, there are parts of S.B. 1469 that aren’t t errify ing, like a pro- 
vision that would require governments to hand over their re-cords 
in the format requested — always e-mail! — and another that 
expands access to documents drafted for public meetings. But the 
rest of it is noxious, and needs to go : The last thing this state needs 

Then there’s House Bill 1667, another affront to the Right-to- 
Know law. This proposal would exempt government employees’ 
homo addresses and dates of birth from public records. Why 
would the media need to see people’s addresses or DOBs? To steal 
identities, of course. Just kidding: They’re actually crucial in sort- 
ingout people with the same names. As Deborah Musselman. 
director of government affairs atPNA, explains, “Eliminating 
these identifiers from public view could result in an innocent 
person being wrongly associated with criminal case records.” 

You’ll be shocked, no doubt, to learn that there hasn’t been a 
single public meeting about either of these bills. And that's pretty 
much the epitome of a non-open government right?

the immigration reform bill was a relatively 
small part of the 750-page 1996 omnibus 
appropriations bill;ifyou didn’t pay atten- 
tion to Congressional actions or read the 
papers regularly — and it’s safe to say many 
immigrants didn’t — it likely escaped your 
attention. Besides, the U.S. hadn't returned 
a single Cambodian refugee since the 
Vietnam War, leading many to assume that 
refugees were forever exempt from removal. 
It wasn't until 2002 — four years after 
Iv’s conviction — that Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement (ICE) began return- 
ing Cambodian refugees again. 

Regardless, Iv is now where hundreds of 
Cambodian-Americans have been before 
him, and if community members and immi- 
grant advocates are right, where many 
more will be in the coming months. 

“I came here when I was 9. 1 wouldn’t 
be able to survive in Cambodia,” Iv told 
mein Old City a few weeks before he was 
detained. “I just want to watch my kids 
grow, raise them right." 



AND STAY OUT 

A Cambodian refugee faces deportation after 24 years in the U.S. By Holly otterbein 



M out I vis an American, and if you have your doubts, just 
glance around his storefront in Olney for a second. Touch 
Up Barbershop, down a flight of stairs on Front and 
Champlost streets, is where Iv has been snippingh air for the past 
five years, and it has the all die accoutrements of someone who 
loves their country (and city ) perhaps a little too much. Everything 
from the chairs to the door is painted red, white and blue, and 
along with flags, he possesses several odes to American sports: a 
Phillies towel. World Series 2008 paraphernalia, a photograph of 
5 Michael Jordan, a 76ers poster. 

2 Iv is American in most other ways, as well: He's lived in Philly 

a. since he was a young boy, and the only language he speaks fluently 
£ is English. He listens to rap. When I met him this August, he was 
g wearing a red sideways cap, a sweatband and sneakers, and talked 
■ a lot about God — as in the Christian one. 

= But by law, he’s not quite. Now a chubby-cheeked 33-year-old, 

- Iv was born in Cambodia during the Khmer Rouge regime, the 
= Communist experiment that killed off a fifth of its people by starva- 
? tion .disease and execution. For most Americans, Pol Hit is a

the man responsible for impaling their relatives with bayonets

£ Throughout the early 1980s, 145,000 fellow Cambodians joined 

i him in the U.S. Like other Cambodian refugees, Iv became a 
£ permanent resident of the U.S., though not a full-fledged citizen,

x otherwise,” says Mia-lia Kieman, a volunteer for One Love Move- 
jj ment,a local groupof Cambodian activists. 

< For a while, there was no difference. 

J Thatchanged on May 6, 1998. Iv was 21, and lodged himself in 

- the middle of what he calls a “street fight that went wrong.” After 



Iv and his friends traded insults with a man on their block, they 
punched and stabbed him — though Iv didn’t do the stabbing — and 
ended up sending tile man to the hospital. Iv was found guilty of 
aggravated assault, simple assault, criminal conspiracy and reck- 
lessly endangering another person, and served six years in prison. 

He doesn’t regret getting caught, but he does believe his crime 
should be viewed in a larger context; many Cambodian refugees 
grew up in poor, urban areas rife with crime and racial tension. 
“They put us right here in the hut, the hood,” he says."But if I hadn't 
been locked up, I would be in a worse situation. I haven’t been in 
trouble since." 

Indeed, by most accounts, he’s wrestled down the elusive Amer- 
ican dream : He earned his GED and a degree in fiber optics, opened 
his own business, and has a fiancee and two youngchildren. 

“For kids, he’s a great example 
of someone who’s been able to re-

example.” is currently shackled in the York 

County Detention Center, awaiting 
deportation to Cambodia, a country he hasn't seen since he was a tod- 
dler Thafs because in 1996, Congress passed the Illegal Immigration 
Reform and Immigrant Responsibility and the Antiterrorism and 
Effective Death Penalty acts, which made deportation mandatoiy for 
any immigrant who commits an “aggravated felony,” an opaque term 
that includes everything from non-violent drug offenses to tax eva- 
sion. (Prior to '96, refugees and other legal immigrants were deport- 
able only if they committed a crime with a sentence of five years or 
more.lThelaws also rendered non-citizen immigrants ineligible for 
both forgiveness and individual consideration before the court, effec- 
tively disintegrating their right to due process. 

These laws wentinto effect two years before Iv committed his 
crime, but even then, Cambodians interviewed for the piece sayfew 
knew a guilty conviction could one day lead to deportation. After all,

took office, Cambodians thought things 
would be different His campaign rhetoric 
boasted of “comprehensive immigration 
reform,” and he vowed to “reunite families” 
and allow “undocumented immigrants who 
are in good standing to pay a fine, learn 
English ... [and] become citizens.” Most of 
all, Obama gave Cambodians the impres- 
sion that he would address immigration 
humanely — and they felt that, as refugees, 
this applied to them directly. 

By their count, the opposite happened. 
Since 2002, when Cambodia began accept- 
ing U.S. deportees again, 288 Cambodian- 
Americans have been deported. (Though 
that may seem infinitessimal compared 
to, say, the 1.6 million Mexicans who’ve 
been deported during the same time, the 
total number of Cambodians in die U.S. is 
247,000, whereas there are about 3 1 mil- 
lion Mexicans here.) ICE says that ithas 
deported 30 Cambodian-Americans thus 
far in 2010, which puts it on pace to eclipse 
at least six of the last nine years. 

But by the end of 2010, that number 
may be exponentially higher: ICE's data 
only captures deportees whose arrival in 
their native country has been confirmed, 
a process that sometimes takes months. 
Additionally, officials from the Cambodian 
consulate recently interviewed more than 
200 Cambodian-Americans from around the 
nation in the York County Detention Center 
to gauge if they were eligible for deportation, 
activists say, previously, the highest number 
interviewed at a single time was 75, in 2006.

In Philadelphia, where many Cambodians feel they've gotten off 
somewhat easy throughout the past decade in contrast to “Khmer- 
ic an" hubs like Long Beach, CaH£, immigration enforcement has 
especially increased. Most years, maybe one or two Cambodians 
were deported from the city — last year, none were — but seven 
have already been booted in 2010, and that doeait count Iv and at 
least four other local men awaiting deportation in York County. 

According to ICE, it’s nothing personal: Under Obama’s presiden- 
cy, deportation of all populations is up in a major way. The depart- 
ment expects to deport 400,000 immigrants ft is fiscal year — that’s 
10 percent more than the Bush administration deported in 2008, 
and 25 percent more than it did in 2007. 

Out of those, nearly half will be “criminal aliens," as ICE refers to 
legal and illegal immigrants who have been convicted of crimes 
— also a record number. 

"There used to be a small trickle of deportations each year. I 
haven’t seen Cambodians getting rounded up in these substantial 
numbers until now," says SteveMorley, tv's lawyer. “My guess is the 
current administration thinks itcan sell immigration reform if it 
shows it can be aggressive in other areas, like deporting criminals." 

Indeed, ridding the nation of criminals sounds like a lofty idea. 
But perhaps it's not that simple. The vast majority of Cambodian 
refugees being deported are convicted criminals, and many trans- 
gressed as youth. Kiernan argues that because these refugees 
lived through the harrowing Khmer Rouge regime, “You had 
parents with very serious [post-traumatic stress disorder! who 
couldn’t be the parents they needed to be for their children, which 
is why a lot of the kids got involved in gang activity. Not to men- 
tion, they were settled into these neighborhoods that were already 
very troubled." 

Says David Seng, a Cambodian activist and refugee who came 
here as a child, "America set up no support system for us. You started 
school in the U.S.,you got beat up and chased around and looked at 
differently. So you grouped up to protect yourself Hi at led to gangs." 
He adds that because the Khmer Rouge killed off so many men and 
intellectuals, countless Cambodian refugees grew up with single, 
poor mothers who barely spoke English. 



Add up these compounding handicaps, and Cambodian- Americans 
have become “the greatest failure of the refugee program in this 
country," Lavinia Limon, executive director of the U.S. Committee 
for Refugees and Immigrants, told The New York Times in 2003. 
Compared to otherrefugee populations, they routinely come in 
last in social indicators like income level, literacy and employment. 
Many immigrant activists fault the U.S. for first admitting these 
refugees to broadcast the horrors of Communism, and then abandon- 
ing them after a brief halfhearted introduction to a foreign land . 

Conservative groups, of course, see it differently. “We’re tired 
of America being blamed for everything,” says William Gheen, 
president of Americans for Legal I mmi gration. "The most important 
factor are the victims of these crimes: American citizens. Legal 
immigrants are our guests in America, and they need to abide by the 
law, or get removed.” 

But for loca 1 Cambodian-Americans, the fact that after all they’ve 
suffered, more of their moth - 
ers, sons and neighbors are 
now being deported — espe- 
cially under an administration 
they believed in — “feels like 
death,” says Ria Cruz of Olney, 
citing deportation in York.

► FOR YEARS, THE Cambodian community held out for a law that 
would exempt refugees from deportation — especially those who 
came here as children, committed a crime and then rehabilitated 
— to no avail. Now they're just hoping for due process. 

But even that seems like a long shot.Under the 1996 laws, crimi- 
nal refugees are not eligible for an individualized hearing before 
an immigration court, even with a recent Supreme Court ruling in 
their favor. This March, the courtdeclared in Padilla v. Kentucky 
that lawyers must warn their clients that a guilty plea could lead to 
deportation. Immigration attorneys argue that prior to 96, law- 
yers of Cambodian refugees couldn’t have possibly done this; in fact, 
until Cambodia began admitting deportees again in 2002, many 
lawyers were still giving inadequate advice. 

The ruling has done little for immigrants, however. Take Hov Ly 
Kol, a 35-year-old Cambodian who’s called South Philly home with his 



single mother since he was 10. In August, he 
was deported forrobbeiy charges to which 
he pleaded guilty in 1995. Since he was 
released in 2007, he’s“totally rehabilitated 
.... He [got] involved with volunteering 
with kids, tried to tell them not to make his 
mistakes," says Seng KoFs lawyer fought 
for a stay of removal on the basis of Padilla 
v. Kentucky among other rulings, but could 
barely get in touch with her client. According 
to Kol’s family, he was transferred to six dif- 
ferent detention centers — from York, Pa., 
to Tacoma, Waft . — in the few weeks leading 
up to his Aug 31 deportation. 

U.S. Rep. Bob Brady even lobbied for 
Kol, writing in a letter to ICE: “Due to . . . 
Padilla v. Kentucky, it is possible that Mr. 
Kol is eligible to file to reopen the criminal 
matter that serves as the basis forhis order 
of deportation ... [I] strongly encourage 
that steps be taken so as to preserve Mr. 
Kol’s right to due process of law. This would 
include staying his deportation for a reason- 
able period of time." 

Even then, it wasn’t. 

"There needs to be a review mechanism," 
says Morley, “where people like [IvJ can show 
that they’ve learned their lesson and have 
been good men not just fora few months, but 
for years and years after being released." 

Perhaps because local Cambodians 
are beginning to see events that initially 
felt like victories — Padilla v. Kentucky, 
Obama's presidency, the empathy of a local 
congressman — as defeats on time-release, 
they believe the worst is yet to come. They 
look at the current administration's record- 
high expectations for deportations, and feel 
at once targeted and forgotten — even like 
the sacrificial lamb for immigration reform . 

“They want criminal aliens, and these 
guys are on supervised release, so they have 
easy access to them. All they have to do is 
wait until they check in for the month,” says 
Kiernan, adding, “The issue of Southeast 
Asians being deported just continuously fells 
off the table, even among other advocates." 

If the community is right about the 
months to come, perhaps the biggest trag- 
edy won’t be that more people like Iv will be 
gone, but what their loss will do to the gen- 
eration after them. It’s hard not to see their 
absence as a reflection of their own father- 
less childhoods, and what that has led to. 

At a protest outside Tbuch Up Barbershop 
this September, community members de- 
cried Iv's imminent deportation , and passed 
around a box forhis family, for which he is 
the sole provider. 

“Try to give some money,” a man yelled 
into a speakerphone. "They need it.”

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Stealing a house is 
easier than you think.

pen, a notary stamp and some postage will 
do the trick. Just ask Troy Baylor. 

This spring, the Court of Common Pleas 
sentenced Baylor and two accomplices to 
between eight and 20 years in prison, after 
they were convicted of stealing more than 
80 houses in North Philadelphia and “sell- 
ing" the vacant properties to unsuspect- 
ing victims. The scheme was remarkable 
for its scale and sheer audacity: Baylor 
treated North Philly as a virtual shopping 
mall of abandoned homes, driving poten- 
tial customers around the neighborhood 
and telling them buildings with an orange 
and black sticker — in fact, a Department 
of Licenses & Inspections off-limits notice 
— were for sale. 



But the crime itself was less remark- 
able than it should have been. Even before 
the charges were unveiled in early 2009, 
the house-theft problem was already well 
known to city officials. 

A year earlier, City Councilman Bill 
Greenlee, whose office had fielded numer- 
ous complaints of such stolen houses, had 
already zeroed in on one major issue: As 
long as an individual deed included a sig- 
nature, a notary's stamp and a recording 
fee, the city’s Department of Records pro- 
cessed it — no matter what. Deeds with 
the signatures of dead people and deeds 
signed with the names of people who had 
no ownership claim to the houses were 
treated as perfectly valid. By the time 
frauds were uncovered, homeowners had 
to take it up not with a city clerk, but with 
ajudge. 

So, in 2008, Greenlee introduced a new 
law aimed at stopping the most egregious 
deeds from being processed, and the city’s 
records commissioner agreed to institute 
new policies to prevent fraud. 



Records processed the deed, anyway, and Grosik’s backyard — on paper, anyway — now 
belonged to Mitchell. City Paper’s efforts to contact Mitchell, using the contact informa- 
tion he provided on the deed, turned up dead ends. 

Grosik’s story kicked off a hearing two weeks ago in City Hall on new legislation, intro- 
duced by Council members Greenlee and Maria Quinones-Sanchez, that would require 
Records not to rubberstamp deeds that raise certain, and rather obvious, red flags — such 
as being signed by someone other than the owner of the property. Surprisingly, perhaps 

— certainly Grosik thought so — the Nutter administration appeared to oppose the leg- 
islation. At the hearing, backed by an opinion from city lawyers, Records Commissioner 
Joan Decker testified that state law prohibited her office from stopping, or even slowing 
down, a deed like the one that nabbed Grosik’s backyard. As long as a deed meets the 
state's minimum criteria (a notary stamp, a signature and a fee), "The law requires us to 
record everything that's presented," Decker said. 

“No matter what junk is presented to you?" Greenlee asked. 

“A court is going to require it, as it already does,” Decker answered. 

Greenlee had heard that argument before. Just before his 2008 legislation — which 
would have ordered Records to not record fishy deeds without further documentation 

— came to a vote, Greenlee says, Mayor Michael Nutter approached him, and told him the 
city’s lawyers were concerned his bill wouldn’t hold up in court. Specifically, they worried 
that it would violate a 1997 court order, handed down in a lawsuit over a backlog of unpro- 
cessed deeds, mandating that Records record all deeds that meet the state’s criteria “in 
the order in which they are presented.” That language, the city argued, prevents Records 
from rejecting any deeds that meet the state’s requirements. 

Greenlee backed down — but only, he says, because he thought Nutter would “take care 
of it." Instead, the legislation that passed only instructed Records to track suspicious deeds. 
Records implemented a few other changes, too: taking photographs of everyone who comes 
in to process a deed, as per the bill; keeping records of possibly fraudulent deeds; and sending 
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out letters of notification to homeowners 
when a title is changed. 

The problem is, all of these fail-sales are 
either unenforceable or after-tlie-fact Tb 

deed thief can submit the deed by certified 
mail or simply refuse to be photographed. 
And though Records now checks for signs 
of fraud — sellers who don’t match the 
previous buyer, missing letters of adminis- 
tration or powers of attorney, and so forth 
— the data is simply entered into a spread- 
sheet and processed anyway. Additionally, 
by the time letters of notification reach a 
theft victim, their title is long gone. 

“All that does is let you know you have to 
be in court for a year," Greenlee says. 

Meanwhile, one way to steal a house in 
Philadelphia is, quite literally, to declare it 
yours on a piece of paper, submit that piece 
of paper to Records and waltz right in. 



BEGINNING IN 
JANUARY 2009 

Kugene Myatt, then 25, 
began to do exactly that: 

He took title to a house in 
West Mount Airy, whose 
owner had died, as well 
as a vacant property on North Second 
Street in Northern Liberties, in the heart 
of the most rapidly gentrifying area in 
Philadelphia. Myatt accomplished these 
feats through an obscure legal process 
known as “adverse possession.’’A kind of 
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squatter’s right, the law allows someone 
— under very particular circumstances 
and only after 21 years — to claim own- 
ership over property. Parcels obtained 
through adverse possession are usually 
pretty small — a piece of a yard you’ve 
been using for decades, for instance. But 
Myatt took the properties whole, claiming 
in the deeds he submitted to Records that 
he had lived in them for 21 years. 

Of course, for that to be true, he would 
have been a toddler when he moved in — to 
both houses, at once. Records processed the 
deed anyway. 

It took more than a year for the rightful 
owners of the Northern Liberties house, 
Dagmar Mitchell and Dorothea Gamble, to 
secure a default judgment against Myatt. 
In the meantime, however, he managed to 
“sell” the Second Street property for $5,000 
to “Twenty-Second Street LLC,” a corpora- 
tion whose name does not appear on the 

accepted that deed, too. Since then — and 
despite an NBC-10 piece exposing Myatt 
over a year ago — Myatt has been busy as 
ever acquiring properties, including sev- 
eral in West Philadelphia. 

Myatt did not answer the door at the 
home he acquired in West Mount Airy, nor 
he did he respond to a note a reporter left 
for him there. He also did not comment for 
NBC-lO’s story last year. 

“Adverse possession is the latest game,” 
says former city housing director Thomas 




Massaro, who says he’s had two houses stolen from him while ho was seriously ill in the 
hospital — one of which came through an adverse possession deed signed by “James K. 
Johnson,” who claimed to have lived in Massaro’s property for the requisite 21 years. 

(Claims of adverse possession, city officials point out, are merely claims to ownership. 
The act of recording them doesn’t automatically transfer ownership. Nonetheless, they 
can confuse the police and cloud properties’ titles.) 

Per Greenlee’s 2008 legislation, Records now tracks these questionable deeds. In the 
past two years, in fact, it has noted 442 such documents. But it does nothing more with 
this information than to periodically hand it over to the District Attorney’s Office. 

Asked what the District Attorney’s Office does with that data, Lisa Caulfield, head of 
the Economic Crime Unit, notes that the D.A.’s Office never asked for it in the first place. 



THE CITY ARGUES that, because most deed thefts involve forger- 

t ies, the proposed legislation wouldn’t stop them anyway. This is true: A 
Records clerk has almost no way of detecting a forged signature or an 
illegitimate notary stamp. 

But forgery is a crime, and it can be prosecuted. Yet perhaps the one 
IIIIIIIIIIIIIII tliat shakes victims more than the fact that the city processes 

Illl U lll U llllI l iogus deeds, no questions asked, is that the D A’s Office doesn't always 
seem to want to do much about it. 

A year ago, Hector Neris came home from work to find that new neighbors had moved 
into the rowhouse next door. This was odd: The North Philadelphia house had been empty 
for years, and was scheduled for demolition. 

Also, it belonged to his father, who was dead. 

Neris went to City Hall, where he discovered that a new deed had been recorded for that 
property; the house now belonged to Melvin Jofre Martin, who had paid $3,000. The deed 
bore the signature of his father, who died several years earlier. (Frederick Legiec, the notary

whose stamp appears on the deed, insists in an interview that he required ID from anyone 
he didn't know, and has no idea how his name and stamp appeared on that document. His 
notary commission expired in June, he adds, and he no longer has any ofhis records. ) 

Neris filed a complaint with the D A’s Office; but that office, he says, told him to get a lawyer 
and call the police. He had called the police, though — several times — but says he never 
heard from a detective or received any indication that the Philadelphia Police Department 
(PPD) was concerned with his predicament. He’s not alone: Steven Grosik says he, too, called 
the police and filed a complaint with the D A's Office, but has yet to be interviewed by either. 
Massaro, the former housing official, had better luck: The thief involved with his first stolen 
property (this one through forgery, not adverse possession) was prosecuted. Still, he says, “The 
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police know it’s not a priority with the D. A. , 
the DA knows it’s not a priority with thorn 
or the city. Nobody gives a damn!” 

Those three entities — the city, the police 
and the DA's Office — are quick to blame 
each other: Caulfield says that if the city 
imposed more checks before the deeds are 
processed — - that is, before the houses are 
stolen — the DA’s Office would have a bet- 
ter shot at prosecuting the cases that fell 
through the cracks. The city, meanwhile, 
points the finger at the DA’s Office; after 
all, says Brian Abernathy of the Managing 
Director’s Office, the Department of 
Records isn't an investigative body. That's 
the DA’s job. True, Caulfield replies. But 
the DA’s Office relies on the cops to gather 
evidence and bring it cases to prosecute. 
However, the cops aren't really trained for 
these types of things, and, Abernathy says, 
’Tve talked with [Deputy Mayor Everett 
Gillison) , and [the mayor’s office feels] like 
the DA's office has the resources to inves- 
tigate." (Neither Gillison nor PPD spokes- 
man Lt. Frank Vanore returned phone calls 
seeking comment.) 

Amid this bureaucratic back-and-forth, 
victims and advocates worry that some 

or cases involving a single home, are being 
ignored. At the Sept. 22 hearing, Caulfield 
denied this was so: "There is not now, nor has 
there ever been, any numerical or monetary 
threshold” for prosecution of these crimes. 

At least half of that claim is untrue. In 
2006, former District Attorney Lynne 



Abraham admitted that her office 
employed such a threshold: Arguing for 
more funding in a 2006 budget hearing, 
Abraham told City Council that when it 
came to economic crimes, including deed 
theft, "We’ve had to raise that threshold 
amount from S 10,000 to $25,000. Aid if 
things don’t improve this year, we’re going 
to raise it to S50,000.” 

The question, then, is whether any- 
thing’s changed since District Attorney 
Seth Williams took office in January. City 
Paper posed this question to Williams and 
Caulfield, but received no answer. 

Nor would the DA’s Office say how many 
deed theft complaints it has received or 
how many such cases it has prosecuted. 
“Currently, there is no internal method for 
record-keeping,” says spokeswoman Tasha 
Jamerson, adding that “many of these cases 
don’t rise to a criminal level.” 

The DA’s Office did not respond to City 
Pape / s request to clarify what, exactly, a deed 
theft has to do to “rise to a criminal level,”

By the time Moises Perez, 35, had left 
prison two years ago, after serving 16 
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years for weapons and drug convictions, he’d spent a lot of time thinking about the house 
in West Kensington that his mother had bought for him to live in when he got out. "In jail, 

I thought about it all the time, how I was gonna fix it up,” Perez says. 

Upon his release, he made his way to Philadelphia and found the house — only to find 
a contractor already working on it, and telling him it had been sold. So Perez went to City 
Hall, and got a copy of the deed — bearing his and his mother’s signatures — transferring 
the house to a stranger. He was in prison on the day he supposedly signed over the deed. 

Furious, Perez returned to the house to confront the new occupant, but found himself 
talking to another victim. 

Two years ago, "Sonia” — who asked that her real name be withheld — was introduced 
to a man she came to know as Freddy Vega, who operated out of a ramshackle real estate 
“agency" on Kensington Avenue. Vega, she says, told her this West Kensington house was 
for sale, and cheap. Sonia bought it for $5,000. 

She still has a copy of her “receipt” — a note that looks like it was typed on a word pro- 
cessor, bearing the heading, “Freddy Vega: Real Estate & Insurance,” and listing a busi- 
ness address on Kensington Avenue that is now a demolished block under construction. 
(The Pennsylvania Department of State has no record of any real estate broker named 
Freddy Vega.) Sonia began pumping money into the property: $4,000 to turn the water 
back on, she says; $24,000 over two years on renovations.

title insurance company — all but required for most above-board real estate transac- 
tions — certainly would have. But many (even legitimate) real estate transactions in 
Philadelphia — especially among those who speak little English, are poorly educated or 
simply don’t have the means to acquire a traditional mortgage — don’t have this protection. 

Maybe it was the new chance at life talking, but Perez, hearing her story, felt bad for 
Sonia. When the two appeared in court last month, they told the judge that they’d work 
out the dispute themselves . Perez went so far as to suggest that they partition the house 
and share it. 

That plan didn't make much sense, but in a meeting at Quinones-Sanchez’s office, they 
settled on a more practical solution: Sonia would give the house back to Perez. He, in turn, 
plans to sue the notary public, Donna D’Agostini-Gallo, whose stamp appears on the bogus 

But D’Agostini-Gallo says she, too, is a victim. After reviewing a copy of the deed that 
City Paper faxed to her, she says the stamp on it is a forgery: “I keep my stamp locked up,” 
she says. What's more, she adds, this isn’t the first time this has happened. She says she’s 
cooperating with the DA's Office, but cant reveal any more details. 

Her explanation is by no means implausible: During the September hearing, Caulfield 
told City Council that notary stamps are indeed being counterfeited.

but especially the poor,

timized by deed theft. The Volunteers for the 
Indigent Program, which pairs volunteer 
lawyers with people who can't afford them, 
sees five to 10 cases a month, says Ma n aging 
Attorney Stefanie Scldcn and finding 
pro bono lawyers for such complicated cases 
isn't easy. Victims who aren’t indigent must 
cither pony up for a lawyer or try to navigate 
the court system themselves. 

In response to the rash of house thefts, a 
program was created under former Common 
Pleas President Judge Darnell Jones that 



directs such cases to a single judge, and thus 
makes it easier for victims to file cases with- 
out attorneys. But, says Greenlee aide Julie 
O'Connell, it’s still difficult: “The one person 
I saw [reclaim their title without a lawyer] 
was a paralegal for 30 years." 

“Fr ankly there isn't that much [the city] 
can do,” says Selden. “The real improve- 
ments have to be made at the state level.” 

That’s a point the Nutter Administration 
has emphasized. Abernathy says officials 
are working with state representatives to 
craft legislation addressing issues related 
to notaries and the way deeds are recorded. 

But City Council has, over the mayor’s 
objections, decided to act. Last week, it 
unanimously approved Greenlee and 
Quinones-Sanchez’s bill requiring Records 
to halt its automatic approval of some of 
the sketchier deeds coming through its 



doors — specifically, deeds unaccompanied by title insurance. And despite the admin- 
istration's insistence that it has no authority to reject any deed, no matter how absurd, 
that’s not the case elsewhere in Pennsylvania. 

Valerie McDonald Roberts, manager of the Allegheny County Department of Real 
Estate, insists that state law allows for “certification” of deeds, which involves checking 
the data before recording. And more than a dozen Pennsylvania counties, she says, have 



“Don’t think what we’re doing is original,” she says. 

“Maybe there is a legal argument," Greenlee says of the Nutter administration’s opposi- 
tion. “But I just don’t care anymore.’’ 

“The question we should be asking is, how do we protect people?” says co-sponsor Quinones- 
Sanchez. “This is about will. Are we willing as olectcd officials to protect people? It’s real simple." 

As of this writing, Nutter has yet to say whether he’ll sign the bill (even though City 
Council will almost certainly override a veto). 

Whether it will be enforced after that is yet another matter.

SHINEA LIGHT 

The Hacktory brings new meaning to the 
impermanence of graffiti. By Julia Askenase 

P hiladelphia has a storied, if controversial, graffiti past — from 
Combread’s pioneering scrawls in the ’60s to Steve Powers' 
charming, uplifting“Love Letter”Mural Arts Project series 
finished last winter. It's a history filled with tension and compromise 
between what is considered graffiti and mural, vandalism and art. 

To celebrate the medium, the H acktory is partnering with UArts’ 
College of Media and Communication for “Illuminating Graffiti," 
a project that embraces video and laser technology. 

“We do love art, especially public art. At the Hacktory, we re inter- 
ested in using technology to stretch art forms,” says Georgia Guthrie, 
Hacktory director. “We don’t condone vandalism, but [we] thinkgraf- 
fiti is a valid art form, and want to find ways to appreciate it.” 
“Illuminating Graffiti,” part of this year’s DesignPhiladelphia, 
is a two-pronged multimediaaffairinvolvingprojectiononto build- 
ings from The Design Lot across from the Kim me 1 Center. 

The first part includes three video proj ections of individual graffiti 
writers meant to look as though they are working side-by-side. 
The writers — who have also worked on murals — collaborated via 
Wiki page, e-mail and phone to pool ideas for common themes, color 
and letter forms, and then filmed themselves at their respective 
locations: two in Philadelphia, one in Oakland, Calif. The videos offer 
a glimpse at the rarely seen, clandestine process of creating graffiti. 



not just its ephemeral aftermath. “It's backing up that most graffiti 
is this temporary thing;” says prqject co-manager Jake Wella “It/ s not 
a just a visual thing, it’s also an act. It happens and then it’s gone.” 
Then, organizers will turn over the spray can, so to speak, to audi- 
ence members. Exceptinstead of paint, the medium is lasertechnol- 
Ogy. Hacktory staff downloaded open-source computer software that 
employs a video camera, projector and laser pointer to create the 
essence of drawing graffiti on a building The program even features 
a “drips mode” with adjustable settings to control howrunny the 
faux paint will appear. “I think everyone who's seen graffiti would 
love to one day paint their name 
really big,” says Guthrie. “And 
you may neverdo that, but with 
a laser you can. It won’t stay 
there, but if s still really fun.” 
Phis, “Illuminating Graffiti” 
brings to the fore one of the city's 
long-standing subcultural prac- 
tices. “Some argue that graffiti 
was bom here — modern-day graffi ti, the concept of a ‘tag’” says Wells . 

It also sheds light on conflicted views of the Philadelphia Anti- 
GraffitiNetwork, established in 1984, which created the spin-off 
Mural Arts Program . Some still take issue with PAGN’ s policy of 
power-washing or painting over graffiti-laden walls. “It’s nice that 
they make murals now, but it feels like they took a lot away from 
the graffiti," says Wells. “I feel there’s a lot that could be given back 
to the graffiti community.”

IT’S KIND OF A FUNNY STORY

It's Kind of a Funny Story, 



[ O* 1 THERE’S A STORY behind Anna Boden and Ryan Fleck’s third feature, It's 
Kind of a Funny Story, but it’s less funny than cautionary: Respected indie film- 
makers with a niche in social-realist drama try their hand at winsome comedy, 
fall flat on their critically acclaimed faces. Perhaps a hospital’s psychiatric wing 
wasn’t the best setting in which to experiment with self-aware cutaways and 
pop-culture parodies a decade past their sell-by dates (seriously? Cribs?), but it’s 
not the location that kills them so much as their utter tone deafness. Whether it’i 
the product of insincerity or ineptness, their 
feeble attempt at following in the footsteps 
of Juno and 500 Days of Summer — i.e. a Fox 
Searchlight special — is a catastrophic botch, 
facile, disappointing and sporadically hate- 
ful. The tragedy, admittedly a minor one, is 
that there’s a decent movie hidden among the 
jokey cutaways, one in which a suicidal teen 
(Keir Gilchrist) checks himself in for observatic

he’d like to think. The ubiquitous Zuch Galifianakis radiates bearish melancholy as 
a more experienced inpatient whose wry facade doesn’t hide his deeper woe, and 
perhaps isn’t really meant to. Emma Roberts is Gilchrist’s on-ward love interest, one 
who’s actually tried the extreme measures Gilchrist only dreams about. There’s 
enough texture in the charactere’ experiences to suggest Boden and Fleck have done 
their research, but that only emphasizes the film’s headlong flight from whatever 
transient reality it manages to establish. By the time the cast slaps on glittery 
eye shadow and lip-synchs to “Under Pressure," your head will be buried too deep 
in your hands to see what happens next — that is, if you haven’t fled the theater 
already. — Sam Adams

> EMOTIONALLY STUNTED CHILDHOOD, drug 
addiction, chronic masturbation, severely limited 
empathy: Serge Carrefax, hero oFIbm McCarthy’s 
CIKnopf. Sept 7), suffers from serious defects of 
character. The most significant of these boils down 
to a lack of perspective: "He sees things flat; he 
paints things flat. Objects, figures, landscapes: flat" 

C wants to be a historical novel, the kind of book 
that presents a moment in the past as crucial in 
creating the present. But Serge's flatness is fatal, 
since history, no less than fantasy, requires the nov- 
elist to animate an almost entirely foreign world. 

Motivations might vary, but the constructed 
world — which differentiates historical novel and 
straight history — usually extends beyond simple 
exoticism to uncovering forgotten stories, reinter- 
preting common knowledge, even grounding an 
allegory. But the novelist’s history remains behold- 
en to the present 

The obtuseness that allows Serge to ignore his 
teenage sister’s pregnancy and misinterpret her 
suicide resists any impulse to make sense ofhis ex- 
periences which range from privileged spa-bound 
in valid to WWI flying ace to Bloomsbury decadent 
to radio technician in colonial Egypt. McCarthy 
clearly finds damaged, limited characters fascinat- 
ing, but the randomness of Serges progress Beems 
synthetic, an excuse for the novelist to explore im- 
agery and pathologies. The only time Serge breaks 
through this airlessness is in wartime, when he’s 
far enough above the ground that everything 
looks two-dimensional anyway 

Strangely enough, Nigel Famdale’s Pvt. Andrew 
Kennedy pulls from the same stock of wartime 
incidents as McCarthy, from the general horrors 
of trench warfare, all mud and lice and disease, 
to ffre specifics of prison tunnels and firing squads. 
Andrew's war, like Serge’s, is the best part of 
Famdale's The Blasphemer! Crown, Aug. 17), 
but it plays a much differentrole with a clearer 
connection to the present. The blasphemer of the 
title is Andrew’s present-day great-grandson 
Daniel, a committed atheist who chooseB to sa ve 
himself before the mother ofhis child when their 
plane goes down off the Galapagos. 

Daniel struggles with what he perceives as his 
cowardice, especially as set against the three 
generations of veterans from which he’s descended.

The Blasphemeris as warmly 
conventional as C is standoff- 
ish, with the pacing and short 
alternating-perspective chapters 
of a thriller.

The Eden that Bass invokes 
here, with its simple clauses and 
easy repetition, shows the source 
ofthis music, in the land, the men 
who work on it, the shared pov- 
erty of the Depression ; but he 
also plants the seeds of doubt and 
uncertainty, and implies that 
this might be a minor, flawed para- 
dise, a salt-sown garden. This 
history is subtle; it's not the syn- 
thetic panorama McCarthy lays 
out, but is instead organic, eager' 
to follow a particular forgotten 
story to excavate a taproot of 
American music, and the soil from 
which it’s grown .

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>• DAMMIT, MAMET 

A few sabering facts first: David Mamet, who not 
long ago was America's angriest young playwright, 
is now 62. Since the mid-'80s, film has taken up 
more of his time than theater. And though inter- 
views show he can still fulminate with vigor, his 
energizing wrath lias given way to introspection. 

Cryptogram, written in 1995, offers Mamet’s 
characteristic tension, but the tone is one of loss, 
even mourning. A smart but distraught young boy, 
John, awaits the return of his chronically absent 
father, who's promised to take him on a camping 
trip. Meanwhile, John is at home with his mother, 
Donny, and her male friend, Del , whose relationship 
is fraught but ambiguous. In fact, not much is clear 
in Cryptogram , which traffics in dark family secrets, 
psychological twists and auguries that all is not well. 

The play has gripping moments, but we're inun- 
dated with so many metaphors, we can't keep track. 
It’s interesting to see Mamet trying out something 
different, but ultimately Cryptogram doesn't click, 
Nor is it free of his characteristic flaws. Director 
Allen Radway’s excellent note observes that machis- 

basic setup — a young boy comes unglued when his 
lather abandons him — is all too Mamet-as-usual. 

Still, there’s some good writing in Cryptogram.

Here, the very tal- 
ented Conrad Sager doesn't quite 
command the dark agitation, 
but otherwise gives an astonish- 
ingly mature performance that 
is admirably free of preciousness.

► you put alcohol within a bar spoon’s 
reach of gelato and they're gonna shack up 
— especially when they're encouraged to make 
sweet, jigger- measured love by a mixmas- 
ter matchmaker like Katie Loeb. The longtime 
Philly bartender, currently running the show at 
Oyster House, just launched a new cocktail list 
at Capogiro s UPenn location, and every drink 
featuresscoops of the famedgelaterla s products 
as a main ingredient. 

Loebcameon at CapoPenn in June, after man- 
agement conceded that the liquor license at the 
year-old shop (the only one of fou r locations to serve 
alcohol) was being underused. "People weren't 
really getting my menu," says Capogiro owner 
StephanieReitano. fond of bitter Italian spirits like 
Campari andAperol/Itjustwasn't translating very 
wel I with the students. ” 

The selection before Loeb’sconsu Nation skewed 
mostly Italian — a Venetian- style Sprltz.aNegroni. 
While some of those drinks are still available, Loeb’s 
new list expands the small bar’s options consider- 
ably. plying with classic recipes, drink-your-dessert 
shooters and resurgent tiki cocktails. 

A solid place to start is with gin. I n the “ Ice on 
the Wi ngs Loebs version of an Avi ation, gin, mar- 
aschino liqueur and Creme de Violette are blen- 
ded with Capo's lemon sorbetto in place of citrus 
fora chilly take on the cocktail-geek stalwart, 
The "Mr. Disney," Loebs Corpse Reviver No. 2, 
also relies on lemon sorbetto as a base for gin, 
Lillet, triple sec and a hit of locally distilled Vleux 
Carre absinthe. 

Polynesian tiki-style cocktails — no, none are lit 
on fire to order — also have a big place on Capo- 
Penn's newdrink list which tops outatSI 0. Blen- 
ded pineapple and lime sorbetti lighten up the mm 
bases of luau drinks like the Bahama Mama and 
the MaiTai;there'sevena Pina Colada, sweetened 
with coconut mi Ik and coconut gelato. 

Loebisaserious bartender, which means these 
areserious drinks. Butshesstill managed to work 
in some sweet, lighthearted options— thinkshots 
like the MacGuyver (Bailey's, Kahlua, hazelnut 
gelato) and sippers mimicking desserts like Key 
Lime Pie (white mm, Tuacaand a lime cordial with 
lime sorbetto and fior di latte gelato), 

"She’s a zealot when it comes to drinks," says 
Reitano of Loeb, "and that fits In perfectly with how 
we want to do things."

F or many South Street-area residents, New Orleans means 
Mardi Gras — and March Gras means a mess, at least as far as 
Philly's riotous interpretation ofthe holiday goes. Rumbles 
in the streets. Upchuck on the doorsteps. 

Unfortunate, no?Though recent local Fat Tuesday 

celebrations have been policed into mild-man- 

nered kerfuffle s, the ghosts of Gras past still haunt (cilpjnet 

the tree-lined precincts ofcalm Queen Village. 

Enter Catahoula, a Front Street Louisiana- 
themer that’s been exorcising those demons since changing over 
from Saute this summer. Thanks to chef Paul Martin, N’awlins 
associations in this part of town now tend toward bangin’ bacon- 
studded collards, oyster po’ boys that won’t make you po’ and 
smoky Acadian gumbo as mahogany-brown us the banisters in an 
antebellum estate. 

Martin hails from Lafayette, 100 miles west of New Orleans, 
where his pop owned a restaurant and his mom perfected that 
gumbo. It’s her recipe on the menu at Catahoula, prepared in the 



Acadian style that forgoes the tomato, okra and seafood found in 
chichi Creole versions. In the low light of Catahoula's front bar, the 
chicken stock-based stew can almost look black, darkened by an 
oil-and-flour roux that takes an hour and a half to fully develop. 
Spicy andouille and braised chicken add to the intense, almost 
masochistically savory experience, one that will swallow you whole 
if you don't swallow it first 

I could go to Catahoula, eat gumbo and nothing else, and leave 
very happy. But there are other temptations. Like oysters and po’ 
boys, advertised on faux-vintage banners affixed to the handsome 
brick front ofthe restaurant, which is named for Louisiana's state 
dog, the Catahoula hound. (Martin had one. Pepper, as a kid.) 

The canine’s silhouette joins fleurs-de-lis in the bayou-influenced 
eatery's sign, an oval coat-of-arms done in purple, black and blue. 



Shaded by a dark awning, a picture wi 
dow looks inside at a new bar, installed 
after owner Nikki Kaufman blew out 
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ME ALTICKET Saute’s candles. On one recent night, the 

catchily sinister theme song from True 
Blood floated from the speakers and out the door like incense. 

The “oysters” sign outside doesn’t lie. Martin serves them three 
ways daily: raw, fried and pouched. Make that four if the roasted 
ones areon special. In this preparation, the bivalve blobs wore 
oven-browned fedoras of crab-and-fennel stuffing, cradled in shells 
as big us a center’s palms, brimming with briny oyster liquor and 
melted lemon -saffron butter. Blue Points, the thuggishly muscled 
gangsters of the oyster kingdom , starred in this version. They’re 
amazing cooked, but are so ungainly raw that it's a wonder why 
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The gumbo is an 
intense, almost mas- 
ochistically savory 
experience, one that 
win swallow you whole. 

joints continue to serve them that way — Catahoula 
included, with jets of green Tabasco mignonette. 

Wide as cornmeal -crusted coasters, three per- 
fectly fried Willapoints (a quality canned variety from 
Washington state) joined shredded lettuce and sliced 
tomato inside the oyster po’ boy. There arc shrimp, catfish 
and barbecue pork fillings for this classic sandwich, but 
I can't imagine any of them being as tasty as this one, 
sweet and salty on a crunchy Sarcone's roll. (Martin may 
be from down South, but he’s been up here for the past six 
years and knows where to get good bread.) 

This isn’t the first time Martin lias lived in Philly. The 
once-semipro cyclist spent a year in the Northeast in the 
'80s as part ofa locally sponsored junior team before mov- 
ing to Europe, and then on to Texas and Oregon, where he 
got back into cooking. In Philly, his rdsum6 includes Starr 
spots (Alma de Cuba, Pod, Washington Square), Farmicia, 
Patou and Carmine’s Creole Cafe in Bryn Mawr. Martin 
helped out during the opening of Sautd — he’s boys with 
departed chef Nick Cassidy — which helped him land the 
exec position when Kaufman decided to reconceptualize. 

Shifting the restaurant’s focus from new American 
(of which we have plenty) to New Orleans (of which we 
have next to none) was a smart move, but like an old 
piano, Catahoula still needs some tuning. There are 
things I would change — the fraternity bro’s iPod of a 
soundtrack for one, the cooked-to-mush mudbugs in the 
blonde crawfish bisque for two. 

I loved the split and griddled buttermilk biscuit, but 
its sidecar of housemadc black currant jam was more of 
an overcooked murky pur6e. The pear cobbler was so-so, 
its gelato spiked with SoCo.The bar’s chicken wings are 
boneless, which I might want when I’m wearing dentures 
and a Life Alert. Till then, give me a bone to gnaw on, like 
a Catahoula hound. I did like their crunchy exteriors, 
though, formed from the same cornmeal breading as tile 
fried oysters, and the hunks of indigo Roquefort scattered 
atop were a nice upgrade on the blue-cheese front. 

I wouldn't change anything about the dense, maize- 
yellow hush puppies with truffled tartar sauce; the gooey 
pecan pie, blackstrap molasses and buttermilk gelato 
keeping the sweetness in check; or the fiery shrimp etouf- 
fee, a dark gumbo moat encircling white rice and sweet 
shrimp. Cocked on top, the spears of succulent fried okra 
— again, that cornmeal crust, so good! — may have been 
the best-tasting thing Catahoula has to offer. I could eat a 
whole basket of them. 

Speaking of okra, jars of okra pickles and other brine- 
suspended vegetables line the bar back’s tall shelves 
like apothecary curios. I’m already thinking about 
pickled pearl onions sunk into icy gin Gibsons and 
Bloody Marys serving as umbrella stands for pointy 
pickled green beans. Till then, join me in draining pints 
of Abita and Sixpoint and classic Southern tipples like 
Hurricanes, Sazeracs and mint juleps. Consider it prac- 
tice for a Mardi Gras of a classier sort.
